It is almost Inevitable that somewhere during .graduation week . 
someone somewhere) will take the newly capped graduate aside and 
find out, "|u*t what hé has .learned from- his four year several 
thousand dollar college education." It Is ail too often that' the inter* 
view will end with the student feeling a little bit foolish and the 
Intervier convinced that this fellow 'doesn't know too much despite 
his education. 

Our age is truly the age of specialisation with the identifie 
specialist knowing more and more about less and less and the 
philosophical speculator knowing less and less about moro'and more. 
The overgrowing technical terminology . has made communication 
between the various subjects, Indeed between varloua divisions of 
the individual subjects themselves extremely difficult. 

The net result Is that more and more' graduates are Ignorant 
of anything that happens to fall outside their field of specialization, 
outside their educational microcoslm. They cannot respond to even 
the most elementary questions In any area save their own. 

Is this specialization truly Education? We think not. To us 
education has always been the process by which the gap between 
life and knowledge was narrowed. To us education has always been 
the neverending attempt to understand the broad principals which 
govern man and. his physical world. To us specialization without 
"education" is ignorance of the highest order. 

It has been said there are three kinds of people in the world. 
The few who make history great statesmen, captains of industry etc; 
those who write history — the thinkers; and those upon whom 
history is made. It is our sincerest wish that the members of the 
graduating class of McGIII '57 be enshrined among the thinkers or 
the doers. To Old McGIII we bid Hall and Farewell, perhaps forever.

Heartily Concur 

One of the most vexing problems of higher education 
In this province, that of governmental grants to universities, 
has not as yet been resolved as this goes to press. 

We cannot but note with complete agreement, howevor,, 
the recent proclamation emanating from the McGIII Associa» 
newspaper has been trying to proclaim during the course of 
the past academic year. Appearing in most of the newspapers 
of this city (both French and English) over the signature of 
Professor J.C. Weldon, the president of the organization, the 
statement calls upon McGIII university to: "1) Accept the .pre- 
sent offer of federal aid; 2) Reject any offer of provincial aid 
which is conditional; 3) Publish its reasons for its decision,* 
stressing that its intention is to preserve the autonomy of the 
university and its decision in no way implies any opinion on 
the constitutional issues raised, or any indifference to- the 
supreme importance of preserving French-Canadian . culture 
and institutions in this province." ' 

To many, the raising of this well-worn Issue. In a com- 
memorative publication such as the Daily's .Convocation Issue 
is merely flogging the proverbially dead horse. On the other 
hand, it will be realized that although many of the students 
of this university are graduating, they have not in the least 
lost interest in the problems of education, one of the most 
fundamental of all Canadian questions. 

Furthermore, it is well to show that In thts instance, as 
In no other, both students and professors alike stand united. - 
The pessimists will claim that this stand is an Instance in which 
one cuts off the nose to spite the face. No attempt will be 
made to verify or to refute this charge. One thing appears 
obvious — at least to us. Whatever decision Is ultimately 
taken, the autonomy of this Institution must be preserved at 
all costs. The cost may be prohibitive now bu* surely the 
"long run" has some fundamental claim to attention.

"My 
Fur Lady", currently in a two- 
week run at Moyse Hall is the 
first Revue in years to show a 
profit, both in terms of dollars 
and cents . and, even more im- 
portant, in the recognition it has 
gotten across the country and the 
general goodwill which it has 
created. 

The Students' Society didn't 
have nearly as good a year as 
the U. N. did, for, although it 
may well have abounded with 
orators of note, it just didn't at- 
tract the audiences which it need- 
ed to get a quorum into the ball- 
room in an unusually apathetic 
year on the McGill student body.

, : The SEC; however, did some 
fine work of its own/ sponsoring 
a reception for Hungarian stu- 
dents in the Union Ballroom, 
and, achieving at last a concrete 
manifestation ot French-English 
good will at -the University level 
in the highly successful Laval 
Exchange Weekend. 

In Montreal, meanwhile, Mc- 
Gill and the U of M got together 
in joint sponsoring of . a three- 
week art exhlbit'at the Montreal 
Museum of Fine Arts. It featured' 
the work of 35 outstanding Que- 
bec painters. According to the 
McGill SCOPE Committee, the 
exhibition was .intended to be a 
very tangible sign that the uni- 
versities have realized their re- 
sponsibilities toward the Nation- 
al Culture, by bringing art to the 
public and .student alike. The 
entire project was under the pa- 
tronage of the Governor-General, 
who officially opened the exhibi- 
tion on January 17, 1957. 

Open House 

This was the year for the pub- 
lic to "Meet McGill", whether she 
looked her best or not It was of 
no great consequence either way, 
as it happened, for Open House 
'56 failed to attract much more 
than 50% of the expected 25,- 
000 visitors to the campus.

on all fronts. Although the Blood 
, Donor Clinic didn't achieve its 
objective, it 'did set .a new rec- 
ord for pints collected in one day, 
with 492 students not ducking It 
and giving their bucket on Oc- 
tober 31, 1958,' l)

chairmanship . of B. E? .Powell* 
reached and passed its $6 million 
expansion- campaign 'objective. 
The Combined Charities drive 
among, the students was this year 
replaced by the Students' Fund 
for McGill which barely escaped 
realization ef its $5,000 objective.

McGiU's finances were again 
spotlighted- in the question .of 
Federal' and Provincial grants to 
universities. 

The McGill SCOPE committee 
had. an outstanding year which 
saw poet Stephen Spender) pian- 
ist Philippe Entremoht, and Pete 
Sccger, popular American folk 
singer, . in programs at Moyse 
Hall. Tho annual Beatty. Memo- 
rial Lectures were this year de- 
livered by noted biologist Julian 
Huxley. 

Local color was added to Mc- 
Gill football in the persons of 

5 sparkling cheerleadercttes, who 
somehow failed to supply a much- 
needed spark to the Football 
Bedmen, the team losing 4 of its 

6 scheduled intercollegiate con-

Dominate SEC Meeting

Appointing presidents and finance matters were the main 
activities , at a' recent SÊC meeting. 10 club presidents were 
.approved and approximately $10,000 were disposed of, 

Gerry Sigman was appointed Editor of next year's annual 
and Ron Fagan will- be in charge of Forge. Holly Higgins was 
•approved as President of the Choral Society. Graham Nesbitt 
Was appointed Chairman of SCOPE. Joe Puddicombe will head 
the BloodnDonor Clinic while Murray Butler has been named 
Chairman of the Board . of Managers. The Players' Club will 
have Dick Dibben as its President while the Film Society will be 
headed by A. Oscar Newman; : Zafor Khan was approved as 
W Club President and Gerry Post' ai Radio Workshop chief. 

Don Johnson, Director of Finance, gave a short report. 
Expenditures for the year were $1, 9/17.1 8 over the $43,000 in 
the maiii budget. This budget Is made up of Students' Society 
fees only. Assefs totalled well over .$100,000. The Council has 
$12,000 In anonymous donations still unspent, $8,000 from last 
years bookstore profits, and $16,000 anticipated from this year's 
•bookstore profits. There is $11,288 in the SEC 'surplus fund' 
and $20,000 In the 'reserve for contingencies.' All. this adds 
up to $67,000 which is, at present, in the- bank. In addition to 
this sum there Is the $43,000 which the SEC gave to the New 
Union Fund two years ago. 

After this report tho Council spent in the vicinity of $10,000 
of the money. Some of the money went for WUS Scholarships 
both for McGill students going to Ghana this summer and. for 
foreign students coming to McGill next fall. 

$3,000 was passed for MCWA (McGill Conference on World 
Affairs), $5,000 was passed for repairs to the Union, and $2,000 
was passed for the Hungarian students. Smaller sum were given 
to the Medical Undergraduate -Society to help it pre sont the first 
Lyman Duff Memorial Lecture sometime in the fall. Funds were 
sot aside for the delegalei attending the forthcoming NFCUS 
Conferonco and the Convocations Acliviiiet budget was approved.

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Employment Worries Face New Graduates

difficulty in obtaining jobs. In an interview with Mr. Rown Cole- 
man, the new director of the' Placement Service, It was learned 
there is a very great demand for specialists like engineers or 
Commerce men, especially those in accounting. All other graduates 
are usually placed in suitable jobs but it is a much more difficult 
task to do so because the demand for thorn Is comparatively 
slender and arts and science graduates are not as sure about 
What 4hey would like to do. There is a much wider variety of 
fobs to choose from than In engineering or commerce 

At least 100 companies . have 



"Because Hie demand for gra- 
duates as° a whole just barely 
readies the supply," said Mr. Colc- 
tnan, "wc welcome every opportu- 
nity for new jobs that various,com- 
panics bring. We are always trying 
to interest more and more com- 
panies in the Placement Service 
to bring this greater opportunity 
to the students." 

It was noted that the starting 
pay in all graduate categories was 
higher than in previous years but 
how great an advance the greater 
par represents within our somewhat 
inflationary economy is not known. 
With only approximately 50% of 
the graduates reporting so far this 
year, the estimated starting sala- 
ries run as follows : 

Commerce $325 — 350 
" Engineering $375 — 425 
•'' Arts and Science $275 — 325 ' 

According to Mr. Coleman, .the 
graduate can find himself nearly 
anywhere in ten years from now. 
''The graduate can stay just where 
he started or rise to prominent 
executive positions," he said, "but 
With all the foreign companies 
coming into this country and with 
the great expansion that most 
Canadian companies are under- 
going there is no reason why any- 
body with, a bit of capability and 
initiative cannot rise to the top." 

. An ever increasing service is the 
placement of 'old' graduates. Many 
graduates of earlier years arc 
leaving their jobs and trying to 
find greater opportunity with other 
companies or in other fields. Mr, 
Coleman said that these indivi- 
duals are more difficult to place 
than fresh graduates but in time 
Suitable jobs are found for most 
Of them 

Both Mr. Henry of the National 
Employment Office and Miss' Pel- 
letier, in charge of finding summer 
Work for students at McGUl, said 
that there .was a noticeable decline 
In the number of summer jobs this 
year. Many, many students have 
t as yet found summer .work. It 
was emphasised by Mr. Coleman 
that the placement service is not 
Just sittings back and waiting for 
requests for summer jobs to roll 
.In. 



been contacted to sec if they could 
handle students . over the summer. 
Only 300 companies or individuals 
have contacted the Placement- Ser- 
vice to request students to work 
during the summer. Even if their 
requests average five students 
•each, there would still be approx- 
imate three or four thousand stu 
dents who would have to find jobs 
on their own. "It's no*t that we're 
not trying," said Mr. Coleman, 
"sometimes you have to realize that 
the jobs just aren't there." The 
students who arc walking the 
streets day after day looking for 
jobs might be Inclined to agree 
with him. 

Mr. Rowan Coleman took over 
the post of director of the Place- 
ment Service from Mr. Macdou 
gall in December, 1056,. when Mr, 
Macdougall was moved to the post 
of assistant registrar. Mr. Coleman, 
who is a McGill graduate, Arts '30,

CBC estimates that 2,400.000 
households now have, sets, 01% 
of Canadian homes. A CBC regu- 
lation prohibits political parties 
from buying time on cither radio 
or television. That docs not ap- 
ply to private stations, and poli- 
tical parties are expected to make 
use of that method of getting 
their messages across. 

Politicians can deliver' their 
messages in three different ways, 
under broadcasting regulations 
which apply to all stations, both 
CBC and privately owned — a 
straight speech, by interviews, or 
by panel discussions. Since, in 
general, the rules prohibit dra- 
matization of political ideals, the 
whole field of concentration 
tends to be on the candidate, a 
state of affairs that can only 
help the Liberal cause with their 
"big names" such as Pearson, 
Harris, Howe and above all, that 
unprecedented vote-getter Prime 
Minister St. Laurent against 
whose luster Opposition Leader 
John Dlefenbaker palls some- 
what. 

Too Soon 

Before turning to the crystal- 
ball, it should be pointed out 
that the gazers all agree that the 
majority of the voters seldom 
decide on their choice until three 
or four days before election day. 
Thus it would be a brave man 
.who dared to predict so far in 
advance. And yet,' certain things 
have become apparent on the 
Canadian scene and while no ab- 
solute claims to clairvoyance will 
be made, some reasonable pre- 
dictions may be hazarded; 

So far, the closest that any 
party has come to -a slogan is the 
Conservative claim . against the 
present government that its con- 
tinuance in power can only bring 
a "creeping socialism" upon this 
Country. On the other hand, the 
Liberal war-cry has been more 
mundane, and, it would appear, 
a bit more effective : "The 
Voters don't shoot Santa Claus." 

A Truism 

This Howe-ism is far closer to 
the truth than most people -reali- 
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ze, for there is a political aphor- 
ism that runs something to the 
effect . that no one votes for a 
government, they vote against it' 
As things stand at present, this 
truism has been borne out some- 
what by the solid support that 
the present office-holders have 
in the central provinces while 
encountering many problems 
both in the Maritimes and in the 
West — especially in the Marl- 
times where Prince Edward 
Island and New Brunswick have 
both been slapped with a $900,- 
000 bill for overpayment of^tax 
rentals by. Ottawa; Although the 
tax rental business Is probably 
far too involved for the average

Newfoundland is a lost : cause

N The best the Conservatives 
could do in Quebec in 1053 was 
a meagre four out of 75 allotted 
to this province. Even the most 
confident of the oppositon do 
not hope for much better this 
time around. The basis of Liberal 
power since Laurier, Quebec is 
one of the few "sure-things" in 
Canadian politics. 

Possible PC Cains 

It is in Ontario that the major 
Conservative gains, if they are to 
come, can be looked for. A recent 
poll disclosed- that 47%" of the 
eligible voters tended towards 
the PC side while only 42% .in- 
tended to back the Liberals. This 
is in direct contrast with the 
47%42% count in favour of the 
Liberals in the last election when 
they copped 50 of the available 
85 seats in the province. On this 
basis, if we assume' the figures 
to be accurate, then the Conser- 
vatives can hope' to garner 10 to 
15 seats more in the. comfng con- 
test.

Strangely enough the 
constituency of Marquette may 
mean trouble for the Liberals 
where it seems that PC John 
Mandziuk is putting up a tough

While on the subject of .funds, 
it may be noted that the Liberals 
have the cards stacked in their 
favour in this respect being the 
most well-heeled of all the par- 
ties.

Nowhere is 
this dichotomy more evident 
than right in our own back-yard,

Mooney. This contest Is also not- 
able for the , fact that the Con- 
servatives are in the midst of 
employing one of the few "Red 
Herrings" available in Canada.

The figures indicate a substantial 
gulf between the men and coeds, 
with men holding more to the 
opinion that marriage helps college 
. studies. 

Students believing marriage, 
helps college .students in their 
studies generally feel that it has 
a stabilizing Influence and gives 
the student more of a psychologi- 
cal lift. Many also believe that 
marriage tends to help a student 
mature and provides increased mo- 
tivation. Here are some remarks 
typical of these and other points 
of view: 

"If financial problems are solved, 
I think it (marriage) would be a 
tremendous help," is. the feeling of 
a freshman coed attending Long 
Beach City College (Long .Beach, 
-Calif.), and a senior at Oswego 
fitate Teachers College (Oswego, 
N.Y.) believes that "a married 
student finds more time for study 
and has a better reason for getting 
ahead." 

, A Rochester Institute of Tech- 
nology (Rochester, N.Y.) senior 
coed slates that married students 
."are not so apt to run around, 
they stay at home and study more." 
^And a Mississippi College (Clin- 
ton) sophomore coed has much the 
same Idea as she says : "A married 
student- is more settled and is 
ready to study rather than find 
•a date for tonight."' A Barnard 
College (New York City) freshman 
çoed simply says : "Marriage Is a 
ptabilizer." . 

Students . who think marriage 
hinders rather than helps college 
students in their studies usually 
cite two main reasons for their 
beliefs. First, they feel that money 
problems are too great to over- 
come. And second, they believe 
marriage adds a great many pro- 
blems which cause more worry, 
etc. Here are several comments 
xepresentlng these views : 

"Financial worries -and family 
responsibilities are too great." is 



the opinion 'of- a senior coed at- 
tending the College of St. Catherine 
(St. Paul,, Minn.), while, a junior 
at Bernard Baruch School of Busi- 
ness (City College of New York) 
thinks there- is , just "too much 
additional responsibility." 

A sophomore coed, also at the 
Baruch School of Business, -puts 
it this way : "I know of many boys 
who had plans of being profes- 
sional men, got married and never 
carried out their plans." A fresh- 
man coed attending Northern Ill- 
inois, State College (DeKalb) gives 
her reason in this abbreviated 
fashion: "Too much distraction." 

The large body of students un- 
decided on the issue generally feel 
the answer depends upon the part- 
icular Individuals, , the situation. in 
which they find themselves, 
whether they have children or not, 
etc. "The situation governs the re- 
sult," is the way a Villanova Uni 
versity (Villanova, Pa.) senior puts 
it. 



A Lynchburg College (Lynch- 
burg, Va.) senior feels that it 
"depends upon the individual,!' 
while a sophomore attending Ro- 
chester Institute of Technology 
sees two sides of the question : 
"Marriage helps by providing a 
security of purpose and the attri- 
butes of home life, but baby sitting 
and a multitude of responsibilities 
can be cumbersome.

Last Thursday, "My Fur Lady," 
à musical conceived and nurtur- 
ed as an integral part of McGill 
activities was launched on an ex- 
citing new career as a profession- 
al showi For the many hard- 
working professionals and in- 
tending professionals involved in 
the second run, it perhaps eclip- 
ses in importance the iriginal one, 
but for the University itsclf.it 
serves to underline a conflict in 
North American education. 

Participation in an activity as 
Mme consuming and emotion on- 
grossing as a major theatrical 
production usually has an ad- 
verse effect on academic stand- 
ing. Can such a production iustify 
Itself as a healthy manifestation 
of university life, or should it be 
written off as a regrettable ex- 
ample of a spurious "college 
spirit"? Are the promoters guilty 
as some have charged of "exploit- 
ing Mheir fellow students es gui- 
nea pigs ?" 

"Serious'" theatre is usually 
conceded to have a place in a liv- 
ing university as it provides an 
outlet for the urge to express 
oneself" which afflicts so many 
thinking people. Those who 
equate "serious" with "tragic" 



are ignoring the variety of human 
temperament tad the .temper of 
the times. One of the most vigo- 
rous and controversial foci of 
contemporary theatre is the mu- 
sical. Directors of the stature of 
Tyrone Guthrie, composers such 
as Leonard Bernstein, choreo- 
graphers such as Agnes de Mille 
have made their contribution to 
the form. The musical must draw 
not "only on performing talents, 
but on painting, costuming, writ- 
ing, composing, ' and • countless 
other talents. It is an understate- 
ment to say that it provides a 
unique experience in harnessing 
and organizing a complex of hu- 
man relations. 

The musical Is '. particularly 
adapted to the facilities of a uni- 
versity where a large number of 
varied interests and capabilities 
are brought together. Whereas a 
tragedy or a comedy must rely on 
the work of someone removed 
from the university to' be of a 
quality which will attract a suf- 
ficient" audience to justify a 
large-scale production, a - "home- 
grown" musical bas a fighting 
chance of paying its way. 

The creative mind at a univer- 
sity is allowed considerable lee- 
way to make mistakes. With eco- 
nomic pressures greatly reduced, 
the student can afford to experi- 



ment, to see bow far an audience 
will go or be taken. .Finally the 
university is equipped to provide 
facilities for the production, and 
to provide a ready-made audience 
who can be reached through re- 
gular channels -of publicity. 

A university should be a home 
•nd e hothouse for ideas, good 
and bad, end, without trying to 
diminish the credit of countless 
people who must contribute to 
producing a musical, in the last 
analysis it must live on ideas. 
To my mind, a university musical 
should be as far as possible, a 
"musical of ideas". It should 
draw in every department on the 
creativo brains enrolled in the 
university. Musically, ft should 
enjoy the regard and participa- * 
Hon of the music faculty, the 
writing should be taken es se- 
riously as a contribution to Forge, 
it should profit from the ex* 
perience and imagination of those 
in erchitecture and fine arts; and 
so on. A university should be 
the training ground and refuge 
for Individualists. Most students 
have something to get off their 
chest, if only a violent resent* 
ment of the general incompetence 
of their elders, in a world en- 
dangered by conflicting dogmas 
surely it is worthwhile to learn

By all rights, May 29 should be 
about the most important day in 
my life. That is the day when I 
shall get something tangible to 
show for my four years at McGUL 
Unfortunately, I have come to the 
conclusion that the degree which 
I shall be obtaining is all a farce. 
It stands foc' a certain amount of 
knowledge about the chosen cour- 
ses of study that should have been 
imparted to the recipient. How- 
s ever, it is my contention that very 
little, is actually learned in a gen- 
eral Arts or Science course. The 
degree seems meaningless. 

There are several very important 
reasons for this conclusion. The 
first of these stems from the fact 



that a general student: takes too 
many courses to learn anything 
about each one. The whole general 
curriculum can be compared to a 
broad survey course where just 
enough of each aspect is learned to 
whet the appetite, but not enough 
to provide for lasting knowledge. 
As a matter of fact, most general 
students take many of these survey 
courses, and so aro left with tiny 
-bits and pieces of knowledge about 
many subjects, and very little 
thorough knowledge about any- 
thing. In short, a general course 
seems to produce nothing but dilet- 
tantes. 

A second problem is that of lec- 
turcs. There are too many slu- 
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Industry Has Shortage 
Of Skilled Graduates 



Despite the seller's market in 
brainpower which faces McGill's 
1937 graduates, many of them will 
find that a bachelor's degree is 
no guarantee of success in" the em- 
ployment offices of big business. 
The principle characteristic that 
most personal offices look for is an 
interest in the particular and pe- 
culiar problems of the company 
. and a willingness to grow with the 
company. 

Many of the eompany spokesmen 
interviewed expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with the level of maturity of 
college graduates, and commented 
such points as lack of person- 
al •initiative, irresponsibility, in- 
ability to adjust to changing con- 
ditions, the "what's in it for me" 
complex, and the overly cocky ty- 
s who expect a minimum of 
$10,000 a year after their first 
three - months, 

Surprisingly, most of the officers 
queried felt that campus 'wheels' 
were less desirable employees than 
students whose activities had been 
confined to one or two organiza- 
tions in which they had displayed 
a willingness and a capacity for 
responsibility. There was also gen- 
eral agreement that personality 
characteristics were generally 
more pertinent than academic ca- 
pacity in deciding on the desira 
bility of a prospective employeo, 

In addition to complaints about 
the quality of graduates, there 
were many objections to the 



quantity. The lack of sufficient 
trained personal, particularly in 
engineering and the physical scion 
ces, has management in a highly 
unpleasant squeeze from the de- 
mands of our pressure-cooker 
economy for more and more ex- 
pansion. The demand is less acute 



in Commerce and Arts although, 
as one man remarked, there don't 
seem to be many Arts graduates 
on the brainpower market, presu- 
mably because, most are either 
continuing their studies or going 
into private business. 

Development and expansion al- 
ready undertaken, would alone use 
up all the expected Increase in 
graduations at least through 1960, 
Already some firms have begun to 
recruit in tho British Isles and 
Europe in order to satisfy their 
minimum man-power requirements 
and some firms report that they 
have been compelled to postpone 
certain projects because there was 
not sufficient manpower and brain- 
power available. 

The solution to these difficulties 
undoubtedly lies In expanded uni- 
versity service, but one ii inclined 
to the view, after listening to the 
complaints, as well as the many 
plaudits of industry's spokesmen, 
that big business would be well ad 
vised to devote some of its billion 
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university facilities which the uni 
verslty Itself cannot afford to pro- 
vide. 



dents in each class for the profes- 
sor to be able to impart much 
knowledge. It has been said that 
discussion shapens the mind. But 
there is little of this in the. large 
courses to which the general stu- 
dents are addicted. A lecture con- 
sists of a professor, who earns a 
salary no self-respecting truck 
driver would accept, -standing on 
a raised platform and delivered a 
SO minute monologue. The students 
who are really interested in the 
course take copious notes, and end 
up with a subsidiary text book. 
The students who are not inter- 
ested, and there are many such, 
talk or pass notes to their friends, 
or else read The Dally. In either 
case, very little is gained from the 
lecture. 

It it with regard to the lec- 
- Juret that the honours courses 
differs from the general course. 
There Is much professor-student 
interaction In the former, which 
gives the students ■ chance to 
thnth out any difficulties they 
might have In their courses/ of- 
fering a chance to gain tangibly 
from their professors. There Is 
none, of this In the large general 
classes, and the students suffer 
because of It, 

The majority of professors seem 
to realize this situation, but there 
is little that they can do to re- 
medy it. Some professors spice up 
their lectures with jokes and asides 
in a vain attempt to keep their 
students Interested; while others 
give up all hope, read a prepared 
lecture in a monotone, and try to 
get it over with as soon as pos 
sible. With large classes,, there Is 
very little that can be done to 
impart knowledge. One professor 
tried to initiate a discussion in his 
psychology class, and managed to 
get several students to put forth 
their point of view. However, in 
the next lecture he gave a short 
test to find out if the students had 



actually learned anything from the 
discussion, and found that he had 
participated in another wasted lec- 
ture. 

Dr. Eugene Fortey, in a speech 
to Vic University Women's Club 
in Ottawa had this ta say: "Some 
people think that the economic 
crisis in education is all there is. 
I cannot agree. More money it 
certainly needed; but there are 
things wrong- with oUr education 
that all the money in the world 
will not right. Some people are 
getting into universities who just 
haven't enough brains tar make a 
go of it. Some are getting in who 
have the brains but never have 
seen the necessary preliminary 
training. The universities are 
also letting people out who are 
not qualified, and letting them 
out with degrees." 
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The question is, what can be 
done about this? At first, 
thought It might seem to be « 
good Idee to get rid of all the 
dead weight by both tightening 



the entrance requirements, and 
the standards required In each 
courte. I realize that , there are 
many who decry the fact that so 
few Cenadlans get a chance to 
obtain ■ university education/ 
and I can expect these people to 
take umbrage with what I ant 
saying here. However, tl 
pie are worried mainly about the 
number of graduates from the 
Engineering trade school con- 
nected with the university, and 
not ebout furthering the human- 
ities. It is ■ sad condemnation 
of our society to say that they 
are mainly interested In tech* 
nlcal progress, and tend to Ig- 
nore the humanistic aspect of 
education. If MeGHI is to conti- 
nue to grant B.A.'e or B.Sc.'s 
In the general courses, care 
should be taken to ensure that 
they ere worth the honour and 
prestige attached to them. At 
the present time they are al- 
most worthless from an Intel- 
lectual point of view.

From Here And There 

CANADA 

The representative* of Un French speaking universities met at 

\ Sherbrooke (he 23rd February in order to study the formation of 
nn association of French speaking students, with a view to resolving 
^ their common problems. The proposed organization is not in any 
) sense against the National Union NFCUS bat is merely destined 
; J to reinforce the representation of French speaking students and 
'' to arrange cultural events, exchange 'of "students, summer camps, etc. 
The founding of a joint newspaper is also planned. The student 
councils of all French-language universities in Canada, with the 
exception of Laval .University, joined the association. 

CUBA " 

The recent incidents in Havana by which the President of the 
National Union of Cuban Students, Echeverria, was killed have given 
cause to a series of reactions throughout Latin America. In various 
countries, there were held public meetings of protest to" the Cuban 
government and solidarity manifestations for the Cuban students. 
The National Unions of Students of Uruguay, Argentina, • and Mexico 
6ent telegrams of protest to General. Batista.. The National Union 
of Students of Chile (CNEU) held a public manifestation of protest 
The students of Nicaragua also protested to the -death of 'their 
Cuban fellow-students and resolved to indict General Batista at the 
United Nations. The Philippine students commissioned the Philippine 
representative at the United Nations to take up the case of Cuba 
in the UN. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 

The introduction of a new university statute is being planned at 
Charles University in Prague. The draft includes: the condition 
that participation in all lectures, exercises, and seminars is compulsory 
for all lower semesters; the dean of the faculty determines for 
students in their semester which university lectures they may attend 
voluntarily. In the section on the rights of students it is set forth 
that all student events, discussions, etc., held in the premises of 
the university require the approval of the dean. 

All members of the university, professors as well -as university 
lectures and students, have the right to have scientific works published 
by the university which maintains its- own printing plant for that 
purpose. Far-reaching contacts with foreign universities and scientific 
institutions as well as an exchange^ of teaching personnel with foreign 
countries is approved in -the new statute. 

ENGLAND 

The Vlce-Chancetlor of Liverpool University, Sir James Mountford, 
has made a survey of the academic progress of students, who entered 
the university ia the three years 1EH748 to work for à first degree 
diploma or certificate. The results are given in a pamphlet "How They 
Fared." In estimating success in university studies, the Vice-chan- 
cellor claims, the right answer is found not by tabulating, "failures" 
year by year but by taking the total entry and scrutinizing the final 
achievements of those who registered themselves for degrees, diplomas 
and certificates. The inquiry concerns 2,214 students. Of the total over 
the three years, 71.1 per cent, made satisfactory progress, and the 
performance of woman, with 73.7 per cent, was rather better than that 
of. the men, with 70,4 per cent The remaining 20.9 per cent of the 
three-year entry were either delayed in their qualifications or aban- 
doned their courses. 

:france 

At the- Eleventh Congress of Law Students which was held In 
Bordeaux from February 22nd to 26th and where the topics handled 
included the relations between the organizations of law students and 
. the national union of French students, the Federation of Law Students 
energetically objected to a project aiming at lowering the average 
marks necessary to be able to, take state exams. On the contrary, the 
Federation demanded the maintenance of the present system so that 
the value of state exams will not be lowered. The participants of the 
Confederation welcomed a draft law providing for a national centre of 
. law studies, the goal of which is to furnish prospective civil servants 
with the theoretical and practical equipment necessary to practice their 
professions. . • 

INDIA 

The University of Gujarat will soon permit its students to carry 
text books to examination halls for answering the question papers. 
- The first step towards this academic revolution was taken by the 
j University Senate recently by unanimously adopting a resolution 
' recommending the appointment of a committee to suggest measures 
to reorganise the present examination system and consider the 
feasibility of •'open book" examination. One of the reasons for the 
deterioration of educational standards in India, according to the 
resolution, is over-emphasis on examinations which seek to test the 
examinee's memory rather than learning or scholarship ,and which 
leads to encouragement of unintelligent cramming of knowledge. 
It is proposed to send .a small factfinding team to some foreign 
universities where the "open book" system obtains. 



Academic Situation Stable; 
Few Changes Seen For '57 -'58

"Exceptionally stable" was how 
Dean Fieldhouse characterized the 
academic situation at McGill this 
spring. He told us that there were 
only routine changes being made 
in the Arts and Science curiculum. 

The most outstanding news now 
is the projected construction .of 
new ■ engineering and medical 
science centers, and the expan- 
sion of housing facilities for the 
Arts, and Science Department As 
of now, however, it has still not 
been decided where exactly to put 
the buildings. For one thing. Dean 
Fieldhouse told us, it is not clear 
whether it is wiser to plan for the 
immediate future or for twenty- 
five years from now, Abo, the fa- 
culties, and their 'needs, don't 
quite correspond to the existing 
structures. Geography is taught 
under the Arts and Science de- 
partment, but requires different 
facilities than do the other cour- 
ses; and psychology has one 
branch connected with biology, an 
other with social work and the 
social sciences. There are also 
special problems concerning libra- 
ry books shared by more than one 
department. 

The reconstruction of the bio- 
logy building will aid matters. 
Several courses will be moved out 
of the building into the medicine 
building, and more students will 
be able to find room to study 
there. 

Dean Fieldhouse discussed the 
program of expansion in connec- 
tion with the influx of "war- 
babies" expected to reach the uni- 
versity in the early 1060'a. Mc- 
Gill's share of students, by census 
calculations, will reach 13,000, of 
which it intends to take 9,000 
under a program of selective ac- 
ceptance of applicants. The prob- 
lem of where to find the necessary 
teachers is one the university 
shares with the high schools,

The Engineering 
Building was .gutted .by- a fierce 
blaze which broke out at 4 am on 
the morning of April 5, 1907... 
The Arts Building was threatened 
at this time but suffered no dam- 
age... The loss of the Medical 
building and museum was not es- 
timable in terms of dollars and 
cents for in addition to the loss 
of one of McGill's oldest and finest 
structures, one of the best-equip- 
ped medical museums on the con- 
tinent was destroyed... the ex- 
cellent Medical library was only 
slightly, damaged by water ... Im- 
mediately following the fire which 
destroyed the Macdonald Engineer- 
ing Building, $500,000 worth of ad- 
ditional fire insurance was taken 
out; the medical building being 
covered by this additional insur- 
ance . . . 

The total number of students 
registered in the Medical Faculty 
190647 was 357. Of the 87 students 
in the final year, 74, including one 
woman, fulfilled all the require- 
ments for the degree of M. D„ 
C. M;*.. The class of Arts '07, 
held its class dinner on April 25th

McGill remained spotlighted in 
the news following convocation for 
the same reason for which it had 
jumped there preceding, end-of- 
year activities, namely, the two 
fires'... Plans were immediately 
begun to rebuild both buildings. 
A new site for the Medical Build- 
ing was donated by Lord Strath- 
cona... Dean Roddick, of the Fa- 
culty of Medicine declared that 
the new location on the corner of 
Pine Ave. and University St. would 
be an advantageous one because 
of its proximity to the Royal Vic- 
toria Hospital, where a large num- 
ber of clinics were held... also, 
because of its isolated location, it 
was felt that there would be good 
advantage for architectural display 
and better lighting... At the 
same time that the Engineering 
Building was rebuilt, the Workman 
building and foundry, although not 
damaged by the fire, underwent 



construction also. It was' cnlarg 
by the addition of a third storey..
